Chinese Regime Accused 


Of Crime Against 


People 


BATTLE FOR DIKES 


Engineers and Peasants

Tokio 
—(.V)— Japanese 
official 


spokesmen and the press are pre- 
senting the Yellow river floods as 
a great crime committed by the 
Chinese government against its own 
people. 


Tokio newspaper accounts have 


put the death toll as high as 300,000. 
emphasizing that the government 
of Chiang Kai-Shek, through break- 
ing Yellow river dikes, have killed 
more of their own people through 
drowning than Japanese air bomb- 
ers have killed "accidentally." 


(Even Japanese army engineers 


in China who first estimated Chin- 
ese civilian flood deaths at 150,000, 
have revised those estimates down 
to 50,000 and other sources indicate 
the total at present is still lower, al- 
though hundreds of thousands are in 
grave danger.) 


The navy ministry 
spokesman 


said the floods made Japan all the 
more determined to crush Chiang 
Kai-Shek "in order to save innocent 
Chinese." 


Reports through usually 
trust- 


worthy channels estimate that 6.000 
Japanese troops have been drowned 
or are missing.

Shanghai, —(.T)—A hundred-rnile- 


long blanket of muddy water spread 
rapidly southeast 
through 
Honan 


province today as half-naked Jap- 
anese engineers, aided by thousands 
of Chinese peasants, labored desper- 
ately in rushing currents to mend 
broken dikes of the Yellow river. 


Continuing rain, 
however, 
ap- 


peared to doom their efforts as the 
yellow cascade 
pouring through 


wide breaks in the dikes north and 
west of Kaifeng reached the walls 
of Chowkiakow. nearly 100 miles 
iouth of the normal course. 


An Associated Press cbrrespond- 


ent, flying over the flood area, re- 
ported the river 
appeared to be 


changing its course to join China's 
other great river, the Yangtze. 


Cutting New Channel 


The yellow torrent was flowing 


into a tributary of the Hwai riv- 
er, whence it would 
reach 
the 


Yangtze below 
Nanking, former 


Chinese capital. 


The water seemed to be cutting 


a new channel from which it might 
not be 
diverted 
until 
Japanese 


could repair the broken dikes some 
time next fall or winter. 


Japanese staff officers at Kaifeng 


said the task of stemming the flood 
now appeared to be hopeless. Al- 
most 00 per cent 
of the 
giant 


stream's water was i oaring through 
quarter-mile gaps into the country- 
Fide, 30 feet below the river bed 
which has been built up through 
centuries of silting. 


Bad Combination 


It was estimated a full 
500,000 


homeless Chinese soon would be in 
flight before the flood, traveling by 
land and waier. 


John Earl Baker, head of the in- 


ternational Red Cross relief work 
here, said, "this is the worst thing 
that ever happened to China—the 
combination of war and flood." 


Directly in front of the devastat- 


ing current, thousands 
of

boats and crudely fashioned rafts 
bearing refugees used all available 
rivers and canals to seek a haven 
in the market towns of Anhwei 
province to the east. 


West of the floodivaters the land 


migration was proceeding by foot, 
carts and wheelbarrows toward the 
hill country along the Honah-Hu- 
pch border. 


Loss of life was dcclaicd to be 


relativelv hn'nt as the Chinese ex- 
pected the Uood, but famine and 
threatened epidemics presented dif- 
ficulties seemingly insurmountable.

square miles of aerial photography 
in the state during this year. The 
mapping will be done under the im- 
mediate direction of Walter Katter- 
henry of the Wisconsin agricultural 
conservation committee. 


Aerial photography is used 
in 


the Triple-A farm program 
as a 


cheaper and more accurate means of 
checking performance on farms than 
the old method of ground measure- 
ments. With the use of a "planime- 
ter" the area of the separate fields 
or the total area in the farm can be 
determined from the enlarged pho- 
tograph. 
This work of determing 


acreages is done in the county of- 
fice. 


The actual flying and picture- 


taking is done by private

sin College of Agriculture. 


Just ss new seedlings are saved 


from drying out in drought years 
by pasturing off the nurse crop, so 
they may be helped from 
being 


smothered in wet years. Briggs says. 
Besides aiding the new seedmss. 
considerable extra pasturage is af- 
forded by this practice. 


"If I needed extra pasture and 


wanted to be sure of my new seed- 
ings or had to make a few more 
soil conserving or non-depleting 
areas, I would pasture my nurse 
crops." Briggs says. But in so do- 
ing, he would follow these precau- 
tions: 


1. Give the new seedings a fair 


chance by letting them get 2 to 6 
inches high before starting pastur- 
ing and that will mean the nurse 
crop 10 to 15 inches high.

CASE 


A sense of security should pervade 


Wisconsin when it observes the interesting 
guardianship which the Chicago Tribune 
has declared over our affairs. 


For the Tribune is greatly concerned 


lest justice miscarry somehow in this great 
state of ours. Perhaps it has given up 
any chance of saving the reputation of 
Illinois and realizes that there is virtue 
in the Wisconsin bailiwick worth pre- 
serving. 


It has made a good dual of argument 


over what it calls the strange case of 
Thomas Duncan, political big shot." 


It states the case more at length as 


follows: 


"As matters stand, a man possessed 


of great political influence in Wis- 
consin, a man possessed of powerful 
friends in and out of office, has been 
greatly favored in the trial of his case. 
Instead of being sent to the peniten- 
tiary as the law requires for the foul 
crime of which he was guilty he has 
been sent to the local calaboose. 
In- 


stead of facing a minimum term of five 
years he faces a maximum term of two 
years." 
One might think the Tribune never 


heard before of a trial judge falling into 
error or that there are processes in the 
law by which appeal may be taken to the 
supreme court. 


The Duncan case is today pending be- 


fore the supreme court of Wisconsin. That 
court will pass upon either the merits of 
the case or the right to review without 
the slightest tinge of political care or in- 
terest. In Wisconsin's long and rugged 
history it has seldom made the acquain- 
tance of a political judge. So thoroughly 
are the people wedded to the doctrine of 
a nonpolitical judiciary that the mere at- 
tempt to inject politics into judicial elec- 
tions almost invariably results in the pro- 
nounced rejection of the political candi- 
date even when the 
people 
favor his 


politics. 


But we would not pour cold water on 


the Tribune's concern for us. 
Although 


the decision of Judge Risjord carried a 
rather unique shade of color it hasn't 
excited the Wisconsin country-side. Badg- 
erites aren't up in arms over the decision 
even though they may consider it incon- 
sistent and out of line. 


There arc two reasons for this atti- 


tude. 
One is a complete satisfaction in

And the other is that 
if the result is out of order in the Duncan 
case the occasion is so rare that we rather 
think the people can stand it.

REMEDIES FOR OZENA 


A foul discharge coming 
from 


one side of the nose suggests the 
possibility of a foreign body lodged 
in the nose, especially in the case of 
an infant or young child. But in 
some instances it is a manifesta- 
tion of nasal diphtheria. Occasion- 
ally such foreign body is animate 
—an insect, intestinal worm, even 
the developing larva of a fly (mag- 
got)—and the most serious, even 
fatal symptoms are produced by the 
presence of an

Atrophic rhinitis ("dry catarrh"), 


the usual cause 
of ozena 
(foul 


odor) calls for painstaking cleans- 
ing of the nasal passages daily, as 
already described. This is the best 
way to check or control the foul 
odor from such condition. 


Aside from the cleansing or fol- 


lowing such cleansing of the affect- 
ed mucous membrane, one or an- 
other of the simple remedies here 
suggested may be used with advan- 
tage. 


First, when the nose is finite clear 


and as free from secretion as pos- 
sible, apply some precipitated sul- 
phur by. means of an insufflator or 
xnvdcr blower. One application of 
the powdered sulphur each alter- 
nate day is sufficient, and it may be 
continued for several weeks. This 
is helpful not only in simple chron- 
ic rhinitis but also in atrophic rhin- 
itis, with or without ozena.

TOPPING THE PUTT 


To many golfers this may seem 


like a poor time to talk of long 
putts and why so many of them 
go astray. 
As a matter of fact 


quite the reverse is true, there is 
no time like the present, particu- 
larly when the elements are most 
suited to cooperate in a cure. For 
it is indoors that one can best 
practice to eliminate this putting 
fault, where the objective is not 
so important that one must 
lift' 


his head quickly to see where the j 
ball is going. It is just this which j 
causes so many missed distance i 
putts in actual play. On long putts j 
there seems to be a great tempta- 
tion to lift one's head and follow 
the run of the ball. 
This is all 


right provided that the head is 
not lifted too soon. 
In fact ob- 


serving the ball as it rolls near 
the cup is one of the best ways 
of determining the roll 
of 
the 


ground and the return path. But 
the majority of golfers are too 
overanxious and are inclined to 
put more force of a hurried na- 
ture into the stroke than it ac- 
tually needs. 
This haste causes 


the head to rise, often before im- 
pact with the ball is made, and 
as a result the ball is topped. The 
arms raised instinctively with the 
head have drawn the clubhead up. 
The blade of the putter should be 
kept Square to the ball and line 
evenly and straight ahead for best 
of flight. The player must stroke 
results allowing the center of the 
blade to contact the center of the 
ball.

OUT-OF-DOORS 


BOY'S SUMMER CAMPS AND 


CANOE TRIPS 
By Slg Olson 
O 


NE of the greatest problems of 
any summer camp for boys is 
how to provide the proper 


type of outdoor activity for the 
ages of 16 to 20 years. Boys of this 
group crave a type of violent phy- 
sical adventure that is almost im- 
possible for average camps to pro- 
vide, located as they are in settled 
regions. While most camps can pro- 
vide plenty of strenuous physical 
activity, they find it difficult to 
work into their programs the ele- 
ment of adventure and romance. 
There is little adventure to sleeping 
out over night in a settled country 
where cars can be heard on high- 
ways and boys wake up to the 
crowing 
of roosters 
in farmer's 


backyards. This is outdoor experi- 
ence, it is true, but of a rather 
tame variety, not the sort of thing 
that the average healthy lad looks 
forward to with thrill and excite- 
ment 


To satisfy this deficiency in their 


outdoor programs many camp di- 
rectors are taking picked groups of 
older boys on wilderness expedi- 
tions where they can really discov- 
er what it means to penetrate new 
and unsettled country, where they 
can experience the thrill that comes 
from working into the unknown. 
Because of the low cost of wilder- 
ness canoe trips in the lake regions 
of the Superior National Forest of 
Minnesota, and the Quetico provin- 
cial Park of Ontario, here has been 
found the answer to this question. 
As a result, many camps from Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and Iowa are 
now making wilderness canoe trips 
a regular part of their summer pro- 
cedure.

trips are a rather select lot. They 
must have served a certain appren- 
ticeship in camp, have demonstrat- 
ed that they are strong and re- 
sourceful, that they can be depend- 
ed upon under all conditions. These 
picked crew of boys do marvelous 
things in the canoe country. Many 
of them have had previous canoe 
experience, know how to sling a 
pack or read a map before coming 
up. Their capable instructors have 
put the boys through their paces 
long before they ever embark and 
some of the trips that they have 
undertaken would put hardened old 
cruisers to shame. These youngsters 
can take it and like it and always 
want to come back for more.

Old Gardener Says: 


Celery plants to supply the late 
fall crop may be set out any time 
during June. Celery is a moisture- 
loving crop and also one which 
demands a rich soil. Unless both 
these conditions can be supplied, 
celery will be a doubtful crop in the 
home garden. Well started plants 
of celery can be purchased from 
seed dealers and growers in most 
sections of the country at this time 
of year, and it is well to make the 
purchase as near home as possible, 
for the plants are often damaged 
when they have to be transported 
from a distance.

North's distribution was bad for a 
trump contract but the two honor 
tricks, he felt, were worth some- 
thing better than a negative no 
trump response. 
South stretched 


slightly, in jumping all the way 
to game over this single raise. A 
mere three spade rebid would have 
been more logical, and North, rather 
than "hang" one short of game, 
would have raised again. As it hap- 
pened, however, there should have i 
been no play for game against the 
particular lay of cards that existed. 


West opened the club jack. East 


won and, afraid to break either of 
the red suits, returned a club. De- 
clarer won, cashed 
the ace and 


queen of spades, and then laid down 
the heart jack. Now came the play 
that forms the point of this article. 
West ducked! After that the de- 
fenders' goose was cooked. East had 
to win with the king 
and could 


make no return that would establish 
four tricks for his side. His actual 
club return was ruffed, and de- 
clarer then led the low heart toward 
dummy's queen. West hopped up 
with ace, and now dummy's heart 
queen remained as a perfectly good 
trick that permitted the discard of 
the losing diamond. In all, declarer 
lost only one club and two hearts. 


West's error had been of the type 


that is all the more horrible for 
being very common. West could see 
the heart queen and nine staring 
him in the face in dummy. His one 
thought should have been to pre- 
serve any heart strength that his 
partner might hold over dummy, 
and to that end, obviously he should 
have jumped on the heart jack with 
his ace. By passing the jack he 
made it possible for declarer to keep 
the heart queen back of the ace 
where it was certain to win a sub- 
sequent trick. 


This situation is worthy of study. 


When a low honor is led from the 
closed hand toward a dummy that 
contains another honor, it is almost 
invariably the correct play for sec- 
ond hand to jump up with the tak- 
ing trick. If South, in this deal, had 
led the low heart toward dummy, 
West of course should have ducked. 
but the lead of the jack was. an en- 
tirely different proposition.

Belolt—Between now and 
next 


November, billions of dollars will 
come pouring out of Washington. 
Business fought this new spending 
program tooth and nail, but con- 
gress is going right ahead with it. 
It is going to cost a pile of money 
in taxes and eventually business 
must foot the bill. But whether 
business likes it or not the spend- 
ing cannot now be stopped. So my 
advice to businessmen is to quit 
complaining and make the most of 
the program. Even $5.000,000,000 can 
| do a little pump-priming if busi- 


ness refuses 
to give the pump- 


handle at least a few pumps! 


Businessmen are right in their 


assertion that before we can have 
any real prosperity certain changes 
must take place. Our tax system 
must be overhauled; the Wagner 
labor act must be amended; and 
freer markets for goods, for wages, 
and for brains must be established. 
Businessmen feel that when we do 
these things, confidence will be re- 
stored and real prosperity will re- 
turn without pump-priming. Nine- 
ty five per cent of them, therefore, 
rail and rant at the president. They 
blame him entirely 
for our cur- 


rent mess. But does not some of the 
blame belong to them too? Have not 
they helped to destroy free markets 
just as have labor and the New 
Deal? 
Prices Are Pegged 


The producer of commodities de- 


mands a. high price and a big prof- 
it for the goods he makes. He pegs 
his price and tells potential con- 
sumers to take it or leave it. Labor, 
encouraged by the administration, 
pegs its hourly wage rate and tells 
industry to take it or leave it, re- 
gardless of whether employers c 
pay the rate and produce goods at 
a price that will appeal to consum- 
ers. Prima-donna 
executives are 


eager to cut the wages of workers 
and yet they peg their own salaries 
at a point far above that warranted 
bv conditions. 


"The net result is that we have a 


complete deadlock among consum- 
er, worker, and manufacturer. Sell- 
ing prices are based on inflated raw 
material, wage, and brain costs. The 
man who wants to build a house, to 
buy new equipment, or to launch 
a new business reckons he is licked 
before he starts. So he keeps his 
money in the bank. There the bank- 
er, with a pegged interest rate, lets 
it lie idle. Everyone to whom I 
have talked this week makes this 
comment: "I'm sitting tight until 
this 'thing' is cleared up." Every- 
body is riding in the cart. No one is 
pushing it. That is why we have 
business stagnation in America to- 
day. 


Stage Set For Boom 


But consider 
the 
possibilities. 


Geographically, we are 
the fifth 


largest nation in the 
world. We 


have vast land, mineral, and forest 
wealth. New discoveries have boost- 
ed these natural resources to the 
greatest we have ever know'n. Our 
population, the fourth largest in the 
world, is at a new peak. Our labor 
supply is the greatest on record. 
Our potential output of goods is one- 
fifth larger than it was in the last 
boom. Our credit reserves are five 
times the 1929 peak. We have more 
cash than ever before. Our bank de- 
posits are the largest on record. Our 
1938 crops promise to set new all- 
time highs. 


Here are all the necessary ingre- 


dients for the greatest boom in his- 
tory. But instead we are muddling 
along in the eighth year of depres- 
sion. America is "all dressed up, 
but has nowhere Co go.'' My readers 
are convinced that there must be 
some basic reason for our troubles. 
They feel that this cause must go 
deeper than the Wagner labor act, 
the taxation system, the lack of free 
markets, the New Deal reforms, and 
the other more 
obvious reasons. 


What is this deeper cause? My an- 
swer is: Selfishness. I believe that 
we have been having a bull mar- 
ket in selfishness in America for 
the last twenty years. Call it a mor- 
al breakdown, spiritual chaos, or 
whatever name you wish, but we 
have had it. 


Don't Sit Back 


Businessmen today reflect 
this 


attitude. They say that the presi- 
dent thinks he knows all about bus- 


• incss. so let him run it. They have 


not shown any interest in the $5,- 
000,000.000 spend-lend program. Yet. 
this money is going into homes 
that need jiut about everything. It 
will be spent in retail stores almost 
as soon as it is handed out. Inven- 
tories are low. Any substantial in- 
crease in orders could produce a 
Stampede for goods. So business- 
men, 
instead of selfishly 
holding 


back, should immediately cooper- 
ate with this spending program. 


I believe that if businessmen, in 


total, would match this government 
expenditure.—match it in spite of 
any fears they might have of fu- 
ture legislation and match it in 
spile of their distrust of the admin- 
istration—we would quickly be on 
1he way up. How should business 
spr-nci its share? In advertising, in 
putting workers back into employ- 
ment, in purchasinc wisely for fu- 
ture needs, 
in 
lowering prices 


enough to appeal ,to those who al- 
ready have money to spend.
